FTER warring against each other 
SOT more than one hundred years 
in which time thousands of lives 


have been sacrificed and the greater 
portion of the Washoe and Piute tribes 
wiped out, peace was declared between 
the fighting Indians yesterday morning 
The past has now been forgotten, the 
enemies of a century or more have 
clasped hands, the pipe of peace has 
been smoked and the last days of what 
was once the two most powerful tribes 
of Indians on the great American des- 
ert will be passed without strife. 


This surprising 
arrangement was 


brought about by Captain Pete, head of 
the Washoe tribe, and Captain Dave, 
head of the Piute tribe. They met in 
Reno yesterday and through Johnny 
Kay, Captain Dave's lieutenant, th< 
two old warriors shook hands and foi 
an hour or more discussed the plan' 
that led to the ending of hostilities 
Now they are planning a big peac 
dance. It will take place at Spark* 
beeglnnlng Sunday, August 13, and fo

In all about four thousand Indians 


are affected. The Piutes .were once -bne 
of the largest tribes irfHSie country. 
The Washoes were a close second. Tne 
latter, however, were always warlike. 
A hundred years or more ago, so In- 
dian history records, the two tribes 
had their first misunderstanding That 
was trivial, but sufficient to embitter 
the tribes against each other. A few 
years later two Piutes were killed at 
Pyramid Lake. The crime waa com- 
mitted by Washoes. This came near 
precipitating a bloody war, but tne 
cool counsel of the Piutes prevailed 
and an armistice was arranged, though 
both tribes were always on the verge 
of war. The climax came several years 
later in the Carson Sink country. The 
Washoes,'' still confident in the -belief 
that they were stronger than the Pi- 
utes, were going to the mountains to 
harvest pinenuts^th££ecognize£proP;
